DA1E IS REVEALED FOR THE 
BUS STATION DEMOLITION 


RESIDENTS AND BUSINESSES WILL BE EVACUATED FROM AREA 


The date for the demolition 
of the former Northampton 
bus station was revealed this 
week, as a timetable for the 
evacuation of nearby build¬ 
ings was published. 
Demolition experts said the 
derelict Greyfriars bus station 
building would be demolished 
on Sunday, March 15. 

Surrounding properties 
will all be evacuated from 8am 
that day, but residents should 
be allowed back into their 
homes by mid-afternoon. 

The demolition team ex¬ 
pects Greyfriars to come down 
“within its own footprint” in 
less than 10 seconds, with high 
speed explosives used. 

Following several months 
of preparatory work, the 
buildings will be demolished 
in a “controlled initiated col¬ 
lapse”. 

An exclusion zone will be 
put in place around the site 
that will see roads and busi¬ 
nesses closed and residents 


near the building evacuated 
until the area is cleared up. 

DSM Ltd, the contractors 
in charge, will contact neigh¬ 
bouring residents and busi¬ 
nesses in the exclusion zone 
to explain detailed arrange¬ 
ments for the day. 

The company will also be 
providing a rest centre at the 
Park Inn hotel, where resi¬ 
dents who have been evacu¬ 
ated from their homes can 
stay until they are allowed to 
return. 

Once the Greyfriars build¬ 
ing is demolished, the site 
will be made ready for devel¬ 
opment and handed back to 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil later in the year. 

The council said it is cur¬ 
rently working on plans for 
the future use of the site. 

Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh, leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, said: “A 
Sunday is less busy than oth¬ 
er days but we acknowledge 
there will be disruption to lo¬ 


cal residents and businesses. 

“We will do everything we 
can to keep this to a minimum 
and ensure that the building 
is brought down safely and 
quickly. 

“Once the demolition is 
complete it will open up the 
area for the kind of rede¬ 
velopment that will help to 
strengthen the regeneration 
of the town centre even fur¬ 
ther.” 

Residents and businesses 
that are in the affected area 
will be receiving more infor¬ 
mation in the next few days, 
along with a questionnaire 
that they will be asked to com¬ 
plete to allow more detailed 
plans to be made.

Athletics track set 
for summer finish 


A new home for Northamp¬ 
ton’s main athletics club could 
be ready by June as work on a 
new multi-million pound track 
at Moulton College started 
yesterday. 

Representatives from North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, 
the college and the Rugby and 
Northampton Athletics Club 
(RNAC) held an official ground 
breaking ceremony yesterday 
on land next to the college’s 
Pitsford Centre. 

Chairman of the athletics 
club, Mark Exley, said the start 
of the construction came as a 
“big relief” because the 1,000- 
member club had been with¬ 
out a home since the track at 


Sixfields was removed for the 
extension of Northampton 
Town Football Club’s stadium. 

Mr Exley said: “We can see 
the light at the end of the tun¬ 
nel now. 

“As far as the club goes, this 
facility will allow us to show¬ 
case our runners by allowing 
them to compete at a higher 
level.” 

Mr Exley said the RNAC 
had managed to retain its 
membership base since the 
Sixfields track closed last 
spring, but he said, with the 
club currently training at a 
number of sites in Northamp¬ 
ton and Rugby, it had been a 
challenge. 

He said: “I think we are all 


looking forward to having a 
permanent home. 

“If, for example, you are a 
parent with children at the 
athletics club in different age 
groups, you are currently hav¬ 
ing to drop them off in differ¬ 
ent locations.” 

Moulton College, which 
has more than 1,000 full-time 
students studying sports- 
based courses, will maintain 
the facility, though the con¬ 
struction is being paid for by 
the borough council. 

College principal Stephen 
Davies, said: “The fact that 
we will have a facility of this 
sort will also help attract ma¬ 
jor sports teams to come and 
train here. 


“It means my students will 
get access to the those profes¬ 
sional teams. Some of our 
students could be future ath¬ 
letes and Olympic stars them¬ 
selves.” 

The athletics centre will in¬ 
clude changing facilities, car 
parking, and other infrastruc¬ 
ture work required to service 
the facility, and is part of the 
Moulton College’s plans to 
launch a new “athletics acad¬ 
emy.” 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con, Rec¬ 
tory Farm) said: “With new 
state-of-the-art facilities, our 
athletics club will go from 
strength to strength.”

Tributes for rower 


Former High Sheriff of North¬ 
amptonshire and three-times 
Olympic rower, Christopher 
Davidge, has died aged 85. 

Born and raised in Northamp¬ 
ton, Christopher Guy Vere 
Davidge lived with his wife, 
Jill, in Little Houghton before 
he passed away on December 
22,2014. 

He served the town in 
many ways, including act¬ 
ing for a decade as the vice 
president at St Andrew’s Hos¬ 
pital, following previous gen¬ 
erations of family members, 
some ofwho helped found the 
mental health hospital. 

He was also a chairman of 
governors at Three Shires Hos¬ 
pital, which he co-founded, 
and chairman of trustees as 


the University of Northamp¬ 
ton. 

In 1988, Mr Davidge act¬ 
ed as High Sheriff for North¬ 
amptonshire, following in the 
footsteps of his father, Vere, 
in 1950. 

Best known for his commit¬ 
ment to rowing, he competed 
for Great Britain during the 
Olympics in 1952,1956 and 
i960, and won Silver Goblets 
at the prestigious Henley Roy¬ 
al Regatta on three occasions. 

In a letter of condolence 
to Mrs Davidge - one of about 
200 so far - Lord Sebastian 
Coe, chairman of the British 
Olympic Association, wrote: 
“I don’t need to say what an ex¬ 
traordinary inspiration and 
role model he was to so many 
across all sport. 


“His wonderful achieve¬ 
ments were a credit to him 
and to the country,” 

The former Oxford Uni¬ 
versity student competed in 
the famous Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge Boat Race three times, 
including in 1951 when the 
Oxford boat sank and in 1952 
when his crew won by a length 
in a snowstorm. 

Mrs Davidge said her hus¬ 
band was very highly regarded 
among the rowing communi¬ 
ty and she has had a personal 
visit from Sir Steve Redgrave 
since Mr Davidge’s death. 

Mrs Davidge said: “Most 
people who met him would 
agree he was a very nice per¬ 
son. 

“To me, as a husband, he 
was splendid.” 


‘Great oarsman,’ says UK rowing group 


British Rowing described Mr 
Davidge as a “great oarsman 
and servant of the sport” for 
more than 60 years. 

He became chairman of 
the Regattas Commission for 


world rowing body FISA, vice- 
president of the British Olym¬ 
pic Association and Steward of 
the Henley Regatta. 

While president of the Am¬ 
ateur Rowing Association, he 


was appointed honorary life 
president. 

In 1973, Mr Davidge re¬ 
ceived a Medal of Honour for 
outstanding service to the 
sport.

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Athlete takes on 
Arctic lor sister

the Arctic to raise money for charity 


A Northampton man who is 
taking part in an Arctic mara¬ 
thon this year says being eaten 
by a polar bear is the thing he 
is most scared of... as well as 
going to the toilet in freezing 
temperatures. 

Jonathan Davies, from Cross 
Brooks, in Wootton Fields, 
will spend a week walking in 
temperatures below minus 
30 degrees Celsius during the 
charity trip from Eagle Plains 
in Yukon, to the coast by the 
Arctic Ocean. 

By undertaking the chal¬ 
lenge, he aims to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for Great 
Ormond Street Hospital and 
Smith-Magenis Syndrome 
Foundation UK, a rare learn¬ 
ing disability which his young¬ 
er sister Clare has. 

The 33-year-old paramedic 
said: “We had to sign a waiver 
about the risk of karibou at¬ 
tacks and being eaten by polar 
bears.” 

Mr Davies will flying to Van¬ 
couver, in Canada, on March 
15, ready to begin the 350-mile 
trek on March 20. 

He said: “I have been train¬ 
ing for months and am cur¬ 
rently running about 35 hours 
per week in full kit, including 
a balaclava. 

“But the race itself is walked 
because it is important to con¬ 
trol body temperature. 

“About 30 people take part 
every year, but only 11 people 
have completed it in the last 
nine years. But I don’t plan on 
failing. 

“You spend most of the time 
alone, sometimes in white-out 
blizzards, and there is minimal 
help around. 

“I am excited, but quite 


nervous, mainly about the 
prospect of going to the toilet 
in sub-zero temperatures as 
you cannot expose any part of 
your body at any point. 

“I’ve had lots of support 
from my girlfriend, family and 
friends, including those back 
in my home town in Northern 
Ireland.” 

The 6633 Ultra race claims 
to be the “toughest, coldest 
and windiest extreme ultra 
marathon on the planet” with 
participants tackling 120 or 
350-mile walks into the Arctic 


Circle and, for the longer race, 
up to the banks of the Arctic 
Ocean at Tuktoyaktuk. 

Those taking part in the 
longer race, such as Mr Davies, 
will take with them an eight- 
day kit on a sled and will stop 
to camp and eat along the way. 

There are two checkpoints 
before the finish line which 
guarantee only emergency 
shelter and hot water.
